The negro, supposed to be William 
Harris, was shot and almost instantly killed 
by Dennis F. Scaley, another conductor. 
The shooting occurred at 6:15 o’clock, while 
the street was crowded with thousands of 
home bound pedestrians. The affray caused 
great excitement.

ONE” ASSAILANT SHOT. 


J ohn Stokes Receives Bullet from 
Pistol 6f Thomas Johnson, 
and May Die. 


A series of fights and small riots occurred 
last night in the stockyards district. In éach 

ase the trouble was traced to the idlen@ss 
of the men on strike or the bad blood en- 
gendered by the struggle. Root street, from 
Halsted to Princeton eps * was in an ex- 
cited state all the evening. police were 
kept busy dispersing the crowds that now and 
then gathered. 

The first trouble in Root street came at 
7:20 o'clock, when Thomas T. Johnson and 
Ellis Harris, both colored, were riding east 
in a street car. The men live at 2106 State 
street and 1729 Armour avenue, and are em- 
ployed as waiters in the Armour plant inthe 
yards. 

When the car passed Butler street a num- 


them and set up a cry that they were non- 
union workers. Instantly the crowd, under 
the leadership of John Stokes, an ice wagon 
driver living at 544 West Forty-first street, 
made a dashYor the car. 


Threat‘Answered by Bullet. 


Stokes, in the lead, succeeded in jumping 
on the running board. 

“You are strike breakers, and the sooner 
you get out of this part of Chicago the bet- 
ter for you,”’ he is said to have shouted to 


‘the negroes, and raised his arm ina threaten- 


ing manner. 

Johnson drew a revolver, it is said, and 
fired three shots, two of which struck Stokes 
in the breast. As he fell from the car his 
friends called to the motorman te stop the 
car. The‘street railway employé, however, 
turned the circuit full on and the car was 
distancing the men who were running after 
it when the tracks of the Chicago and West- 
ern Indiana railroad company were reached. 


Almost Caught at Crossing. ee 


After waiting a few minutes, in which the 
crowd nearly caught the car, it succeeded in 
clearing the crossing. But when it stopped 
at Princeton avenue, the colored men lost 
their courage and ran intothe saloon of Fred 
Grier, calling on Mrs. Grier, who was in the 
room, to save them. 

“Get under the bar,’’ the woman said, 
pointing the way. The negroes hid them- 
selves in time to escape the pursuing crowd 
that dashed through the saloon to the rear 
thinking the negroes had gone there. 
Close behind the crowd came the police. 
They were told where the colored men were 
hidden and put them under arrest, after 
having drawn the curtains and locked the 
doors. From the telephone in the place a 
call was sent to the stockyards station for 


help. 
Showers of Missiles Thrown. 


The friends of Stokes now had returned to 

the saloon, and, finding it locked, threw 
sttones through the windows dnd doors. 
' .ey -continued their demonstration after 
the patrol wagon arrived with Lieut. Daw- 
ney and reinforcements, attacking the wagon 
with bricks and stones. 
Policemen McGrath and Coyle were hurt 
by the missiles. Stokes was taken to the 
Englewood Union hospital, where it was 
said his injuries might prove fatal. Johnson 
and Harris were taken to the stockyards 
police station. 

Lieut. Dawney returned to Root street 
later with two patrol wagons and twenty 
policemen and swept the street clean of dis- 
orderly crowds. 


Barber Shop Porter Beaten. 


The crowds reassembled, however. An- 
other negro was attacked at the samecorner 
within half an hour. He was William Hoyle, 
5440 Dearborn sireet, a porter in James 
O’Leary’s barber shop at 4185 Halsted street. 
Shortly after 7:30 he started home ona 
Root street car. When the car approached 
Wallace street the crowd saw him. Several 
men asked him if he had a union working 
card. Hoyle stated that he was a porterina 
barber shop and did not know of any porters’ 
union. He was dragged from the car, beaten, 
and kicked. The crowd left him fordeadina 
saloon at the corner,of Root and Butler 
streets. 

A riot call had been sent in and“the police 
found the negro unconscious, the crowd hay- 
ing:fled. He was thought dead and was laid 
in’ the bottom of the patrel wagon. On the 
way to an undertaker’s establishment, he 
showed signs of life. He was only stunnel 
and when he recovered his senses he was és- 
corted home. 

The patrol wagon had not gone six blocks 
from the scene where Hoyle had been beatén 
when Herman Everide, 4440 Armour avenue, 
a colored man employed at the Swift plant, 
was attacked by a crowd and severely beaten. 


Saved from Violence by Woman. 


John Bass, colored, 3639 Armour avenue, 
was chased by a crowd from Fortieth and 
Halsted streets to Parnell avenue and Thir-. 
ty-seventh street, where he took refuge in a 
grocery ned by Frank Krentzberger. He 
was hidden by the grocer’s wife in a clothes 
closet. |The crowd outside defied fifteen 
policemen, in charge of Lieut. Bowler of the 
Thirty-fifth street station, for over an hour. 
The police at last took the man to the sta- 
tion for protection,’ Bass said he had ridden 
south on a Halsted street car to Fortieth 
street, where the crowd saw him and began 
a pursuit. He says he is employed as a 
cook in a dining car on the Burlington rail- 
way. 


Old Grudge Causes Fight. 


A personal fight between a union man and 
a nonunion worker which took place in Laf- 
lin street at 7 p. m. resulted in the chasing 
of the nonunion man by the crowd, from 
which he was rescued by Patrolmen. Rooney 
and Keacey of the New City station. 

James Zharan, a striker living at. 4503 
Laflin street, was one of the combatants. 
The other was Charles Hattina, 4507 Laf- 
lin street, who remained at work when the 
strike was called. A bitter quarrel has ex- 
isted between the men for.«several weeks. 
last evening, it is said, Hattina attacked 
Znaran. He was knocked down and kicked. 
Then he secured ai skinning knife, with 
which hg slashed Zharan in the breast. | 

By this time a crowd of the wounded man’s 
friends had gathered and Hattina was chased 
into a saloon.’ Then the police arrived. 

Clarence Hall, 5007 Loomis street, an ice 
wagon driver who was injured in the foot by 
a Stray bullet fired in Ashland avenue on 
July 18, died at the county hospital last night 
as the result of the wound. His assistant, 
Robert Keheing, of the same address, who 
was with him. was also wounded. He is in 
a serious condition. 


TEAMS MUST USE ONE STREET. 


O’Neill Gives Warning That Stockyards 
Drivers Will Be Protected Only 
in Halsted. 


_Chief O'Neill, after a talk with Inspector 
Hunt, gave orders yesterday that all team- 
asters hauling meat out of the stockyards or 
bringing provisions in should use Halsted 
street. They were told they would take 
Ashiand avenue or Morgan street at their 
_own risk. 

“The reason for the order,”’ said the 
chief, “‘is that Halsted street is not only 
the best approach to the yards but is the 
most easily guarded. Inspector Hunt tells 
me he can patrol that street so it will be 
safe for any wagons to use it.

MAKE CALLS FOR TROOPS. 


PACKERS IN TWO PLACES ASK 
THAT SOLDIERS BE SENT. 


4 ; 
South Omaha Police Powerless to Stop 
Rioting and Sheriff Is Asked to Take 
Charge, as Compromise for Demand 
for Militia—Refuses to Promise Aid— 
Violence at Sioux City, Ia., Results 
in an Appeal Being Made for Mili- 
tary Assistance. 


Omaha. Neb., July 26.—[Special.J]—The 
South Omaha fire and police commission this 
afternoon admitted its inability to cope with 
the situation. due to the strike. It made the 
announcement after the packers had de- 
manded that the board call for militia at 
once. 

As a compromise the sheriff of Douglas 
county at once was summoned and requested 
to take charge and maintain order. Require- 
ments’ for more protection for strike break- 
ers being taken to the plants was the cause 
of the action. 


Refuses to Promise Deputies. 


Sheriff Power late tonight had not decided 
whether or not he would send deputies to 
South Omaha. The mayor of South Omaha 


has taken issue with the police board and 


personally guarantees to maintain order 
with the regular force, if permitted to han- 
dle the strike. ; 

Vain attempts were made to take two large 
parties of nonunion men into the plant. The 
box cars in which they were brought to Oma- 
ha were surrounded by strikers, and the 
police were powerless to drive away the 
crowds. 

Finally the new men were seen marching in 
a body from the cars, in the direction of 
strike headquarters. They told the strike 
leaders they did not intend to go to work in 
South Omaha, and had come down merely 
‘to get a good feed.’’ They soon left for 
Omaha, escorted by the pickets. 

More than 1,100 members of the allied 
mechanical trades employed at the packing 
plants went on strjke at noon. Nine unions 
are affected. The packers say the new strike 
will not seriously cripple them and that they 
will secure sufficient men to keep their re- 
frigerating and butchering plants in order 
without the loss of time or money. 

Judge Munger denied the motion of attor- 
neys for the strikers for a modification of the 
injuncti restraining them from picketing, 
intimidating,’ or in other ways interfering 
with the nonunion men brought into the 
yards. 

Trogps Demanded in Sioux City. 


Sioux City, Ia., July 26.—[Special.)]—De- 
claring the Sioux City police force had shown 
itself incapable of preserving order in the 
stockyards district, the Cudary. Packing 
company this evening demanded that Sheriff 
Jackson call out the militia. There were 
many disturbances today. Several delivery 
wagons were stopped, and one was over- 
turned. 

The engineers and firemen at the Cudahy 
plant joined the ‘strikers, but the plant con- 
tinued in operation. More than 100 men 
were brought In from St. Paul, but the ma- 
jority of them refused to go to work. 


Conditions in Other Cities. 


ST, JOSEPH—Managets of packing plants ap- 
pealed to the police for protection in getting new 
men into the houses. Many men arriving from 
other places have been met at the railway sta- 
tions and’ intimidated by the strikers so that 
they have refused to go to work. 

ST, PAUL—A meeting of 300 striking butchers, 
who died not return to work at the Swift plant, 
unanimously voted to remain out and await the 
result of the Chicago strike. 

KANSAS CITY—Allied trades remained at work 
owing to nonarrival of the sympathetic strike or- 
der from Chicago. Nearly 100 strikers, tired of 
waiting for benefits,»returned to work at the Ar- 
mour and Fowler plants. 

FORT WORTH—The strike here is won, as far as 
the packers are concerned, The plants here have 
nearly 48 many men as they can work, and it is 
only a matter of hours when they will be obliged 
to turn away men applying for work. At noon 
today Siwift’s had 500 om ite pay roll and Ar- 
mour’s §50.° The temper of the cattlemen is 
shown hy the following telegram sent from Clay 
county to the plants here: ‘* Henrietta, Tex., 
July.

Will Win if It Takes Nine Months. 

President Donnelly said: 

“If we can make this strike effective, it 
will mean that we will have no more trouble 
for years to come. The unanimity of our 
labor movement is shown by the sympathy of 
other trades employed in the yards with the 
cause of the butcher workmen. 

‘“* We are assured of support by other labor 
organizations and by independent packers 
throughout the country. There is no reason 
why any of our men or their families should 
suffer. If any want let them make their 
needs known through the proper channels, 
and they will be relieved. Weare in this fight 
to win and we will win if we stay out nine 
months.,"’ 


Upholds the Sympathetic Strike. 

Organizer Fitzpatrick declared in favor of 
the sympathetic strike. 

“Trusts and combinations have made the 
sympathetic strike necessary and effective,” 
he said. ‘*‘ When capital is combined against 
us the only way for us to win is to combine. 
But stay away from the saloons, men, and 
indulge in no disorder if you would win your 
strike."’ 

President Schardt assured the strikers of 
the sympathy and support of the Chicago 
Federation of Labor. William Rossel of the 
executive board of the federation said: 

“This is the greatest industrial struggle 
this country has had. On one hand is the 
great, unmerciful beef trust. On the other 
is an army of honest, hard working, peace 
loving men and women who are forced to 
fight for the wages that give them their 
living. 

‘In your fight the great American people 
are with you. There will be attempts to cor- 
rupt and disorganize your unions. Do not 


‘et yourselves be bribed or intimiuated. The 


unclean hands of the packers are at your 
throats, and if they prevail in the present 
fight their hands will always be at the throats 
of the men who earn for them their accumu- 
lated wealth.” 


TWO TAILOR SHOPS WRECKED 
BY MOBS OF STRIKING MEN. 


Rioters Destroy Furniture and Damage 
Stock, Causing $400 Loss in Small 
Places in Ashland Avenue. 


Two tailor shops were wrecked yesterday 
by mobs made up of striking tailors and 
their sympathizers, and more than $400 
damage was done. 

More than fifty men at 11 o’clock in the 
morning attacked the shop of J. Bernstein, 
757 North Ashland avenue. They.. began 
breaking the furniture and throwing’ the 
stock.to the floor. Several of the strikers 
and their sympathizers took lamps from the 
wall and poured the ofl over. the cloth. 
Fearing the mob would set fire to the place, 
Bernstein ceased fighting,: es d by the 
rear door, and called the’police. All but 
Solomon Nafutin fled before they arrived. 
The damage was around $200. 

The same tactics were used in the attack 
on Michael Weissman’s shop at 686 North 
Ashland avenue at 6 o’clock in the evening. 

Weissmann lives in the rear with his wife 
and four children. They were at supper 
when the mob entered. The furniture was 
smashed and the goods thrown into the 
street. Some of the men entered the living 
apartments and frightened the children. 
When Weissmann interfered. several’seized. 
legs of demolished tables and beat him over 
the head. 

The fight attracted neighbors and a riot 
call was again sent to the Rawson street 
station. Because of the crowd it was dif- 
ficult for the police to find any of those 
who took part in the riot. They arrested 
Samuel Kzerl and Alex. Reinke. Weissmann 
estimates his loss at more than $200. 

The strike, affecting nearly all of the 
small tailor shops on the northwest side, 
has been in effect two weeks.

Carbondale, IL. July 26.—[Special.}—The 
coming twenty-four hottrs will mark the first 
crisis in the Zeigler trouble, For men to 
complete the big stockade, which is held to 
be the key to the situation on the part of 
Leiter, exorbitant wages are paid. Last 
night an important meeting of the miner®’ 
officials was held at Percy to take steps to 
avert a disaster, and to*try to devise some 
means to hold in check the hot headed men 
ofthe order. . * 

Some idea of the magnitude of the struggle 
can be gained when it is known that Leiter’s 
plant fs ten times larger than the Chicago 
Virden shaft at Virden, where the sixteen 
men were killed in 1898, The importation 
of tomorrow will consist of 120 men, mostly 
skilled workmen, who will push the prepar- 
ations to completion for the reception of the 
miners who follow later. The men will be 
accompanied by a heavy guard of detec- 
tives. 

The guards are vigilant and so are the 
miners’ pickets, who permit no one to pass 
who is not known or who cannot satisfy 
them of their business. 


Troops to Quit Cripple Creek. 


Victor, Colo., July 26.—-[Special.]}—The 
Cripple Creek district is again being ruled 
by civil authorities, although the order 
posted tonight at 6 p.m. at military head- 
quarters, suspending martial law, is not met 
with great favor, as many fear that violence 
of a most aggravated form will quickly fol- 
low. In fact when the order was being pre- 
pared at the capitol a meeting of citizens to 
protest against any change was in session, 
and was abruptly adjourned when it was 
learned that it was too late for them to do 
anything. 

Mills Stop at Fall River. — 

Fall River, Mass., July 26.—The cotton mill 
strike in this city has tied up the mills so 
completely that by noon today not a wheel 
was moving in the eighty-one mills, where 
a reduction of 12% per cent in wages was 
announced to take effect yesterday. Offers 
of assistance by the general public are be- 
ing received by the strike leaders. One 
offer of $5,000 was received from a local 
merchant. Another citizen placed at the 
disposal of the strikers an order for 1,000 
loaves of bread. 


ASK $85,000 NEW DAMAGES 
FOR VICTIMS OF COLLISION. 


Representatives File More Suits Against 


Chicago and Eastern Illinois Rail- 
road, Which Settles Three Cases. 


Additional damages aggregating $85,000 


= yesterday were asked from the Chicago and 


Eastern Illinois railroad by representatives 
of persons injured in the Glenwood wreck 
or the estates of those who were killed. 

During the day three cases were settled for 
$25 each. They were those of Gustav, Bettie, 
and Carl Schon, children living at 2048 Butler 
avenue. They were slightly injured and each 
had sued for $200. 

Ruth Gustafson, 8 years old, 3201 Canal 
street, who was so severely injured that it 
at first was believed she could not recover, 
has sued for $30,000, and her brother Harry, 
10 years old, who, while severely injured, 
worked to rescue his sister, has asked for 
$10,000. 

Irene Lawrence, who was not listed among 
those injured in reports of the wreck, asks 
$15,000 damages. John J. Maier, as admin-: 
istrator of the estate of William Maler, 3330 
Parnell avenue, a boy killed in the wreck, 
has sued ‘for $10,000, and John D. Casey, as 
administrator of the estate of Anna Bierling, 
8 years old, and John Bierling, 10 years old, 
2941 Union avenue, asks for $10,000 for the 
death of each. The Bierling children died 
from injuries shortly after the wreck. 


MAN ARRESTED IN FRANCE 
FOR BIG THEFT IN CHICAGO. 


Charles Kuhn Accused of Stealing 
$5,000 from British Consular Agent 
at Auditorium Two Months Ago. 


On -a charge of stealing $5,000 in the Au- 
ditorium hotel in Chicago two months ago’ 
aman having a passport issued to Charles 
Kuhn has just been arrested in Marseilles, 
France. The prisoner is 45 years old, and 
when arrested had $12,000. 

The man’s alleged victim was George New- 
batt, a British consular agent who had been 
stationed at Buenos Ayres and who was tour- 
ing the United States. While on a boat 
bound for London he formed the acquaint- 
ance of a man calling himself Henry Van 
Dyck, and the two came from England to- 
gether.

England Energetic Action. 

LONDON, July 27, 3a. m.—The British gov-

All information received by the government 
tends to establish in the official mind a be- 
lief that gn outrage has been committed, for 
which no excuse exists in international law. 

Those aware of the feelings of the ministry 
said tonight that all the members of the cab- 
inet are in accord regarding the principle of 
the inviolability of innocent neutral shipping 
as well as upon the principle that a neutral) 
thip cannot be destroyed even if carrying 
contraband of war. 

The demands which will be made upon the 
Russian government will include compensa- 
tion to the owners of the ship and to the own- 
ers of the goods on board the Knight Com- 
mander, an apology for the action of the Rus- 
sian cruisers; and an agreement that instruc- 
tions be given which will prevent a repetition 
of guch action. 


Declares Sinking an Outrage. 

Arthur Cohon, one of the counsel for the 
British government in the Alabama claims 
arbitration case, now a judge of the Cinque 
ports and standing counsel.for the Universi- 
ty of Cambridge, said: 

“It is scandalous, this reckless seizure 
and desiruction of neutral shipping by Rus-

880 men in killed and wounded in the fight- 
ing which has taken place outside of New- 
chwang during the last two days.

Report of Tatchekiao Attack.

MUST DRAW NEW DECREE. 


TRACTION ATTORNEYS INFORMED 
FIRST EFFORT WILL NOT DO. 


Company’s Proposal Would Make Ali 
Franchises Date Back of 1875 and

Judges Grosscup and Jenkins, in the United 
States Circult court yesterday, indicated 
clearly the decree drawn up by the attorneys 
for the Union Traction company pretending 
to define the lines covered by the ninety-nine 
year act under the recent decision of the 
judges would not do atall. They will have 
to try again. In fact Judge Grosscup said

nounced: 

“Judge Jenkins cannot sit with me to- 
morrow, but we will consult during the day, 
and in the afternoon I hope to be able to 
make a statement as to the lines on which 
the decree will have to be drawn.” 

Attorney Henry Crawford for the traction 
company suggested the judge draw it him- 


Nodzu. More than seven divisions of Japa- 
nese are engaged.

Kouropatkin Sends In Report. 

dhe following dispatch from Gen. Kouro- 
patkin, dated July 25, has been received by 
the emperor: 

“ Reconnoissances carried out dally of late 
between Kaichou and Saikhotan showed the 
summits of the heights north of Kaichou to 
be strongly occupied and fortified. 

“At 5 in the morning of July 23 the enemy, 
two divisions strong, assumed the offensive. 
Aleng the line of outposts to the south the 
enemy developed a division of infantry, con- 
centrating his main body towards Datchapu 
(twelve miles north of Kaichou), and keeping 
his cavalry on our left flank, near the rail- 
road. 

“His advance was effected slowly and at 
intervals was accompanied by a heavy fire 
from thirty guns, which our rear guard bat- 
teries successfully answered. The Japanese 
fire at first was directed at the heights, 
which gradually were evacuated by our out- 
posts. 

“Our sharpshooters with the rear guard 
opened fire upon the advancing Japanese in- 
fantry, and at a favorable moment Col. 
Lesch withdrew our rear guard to a new post- 
tion at Datchapu, and our batteries, which 
had several times changed their positions, 
continued the duel with the enemy’s ar- 
tillery, also firing into the infantry column 


Japanese Move Up. 

_“ About 9:30 o’clock in the morning the 
Japanese began a forward movement, at 
first with three battalions from the Tsin- 
tsakle valley. In this direction our forces 
occupied a fortified advance position. To- 
wards 3 in the afternoon the enemy had 
upwards ofa division of infantry and at the 
same point columns of considerable strength, 
amounting to a brigade of infantry, appeared 
west of the railroad. About 4 o’clock the 
enemy ceased to advance and extended his 
main body. 

“Towards evening, July 28, our troops 
having left detachments to hold the fortified 
positions, bivouacked in the various positions 
assigned to them, with the view of a possible 
rear guard engagement. 

“ Our losses have not been definitely ascer- 
tained, but according to the advices at hand 
they were not considerable. 

“Owing to the extreme heat there were a 
number of cases of sunstroke among our 
men. 

“At nightfall our advanced posts reoccu- 
pied Tauchi, to the southeast. The night 
passed quietly. 

** At 6 o’clock on the morning of July 24an 
exchange of shots began between outposts 
in the vicinity of Tauchi. All was quiet on 
the Kaichou sidé and there was no further 
news. 

Twelve Hours of Fighting. 

“On July 24 the enemy resumed activity 
on the south front and a fight began on the 
left flank with a fusillade from the outposts 
near Tauchiz. For the next twelve hours 


‘the enemy maintained a heavy and uninter- 


rupted artillery fire. This artillery duel went 
in our favor, the Japanese batteries operat- 


ing against the villages of Tiautziatung and 


Sautziatze being reduced to silence by 4p. m. 

“Simultaneously with the artillery can- 
nonades the enemy made a vigorous attack 
in the direction of Dafangcheng, with the 
object of breaking up the center of our posi- 
tion. Our troops repelled all attacks and we 
retained all our positions. The battle ended 
at 9:30 in the evening. 

“ Details of the fighting and of the extent 
of our losses are not yet available. 

“The commander of our troops, who had 
sustained the enemy’s attacks for two days 
and repelled them all, after giving his men 
some rest, began to retire to the north with- 
out being molested by the enemy.”’

TWO SHOT BY MEXICANS. 


ON DEATH OF CLARENCE WAY. 


Alcalde Made Out a Warrant for Ameri- 
ecan’s Arrest and Backed It Up with 
Firearms—Recorder Had Hefused to 
Act, Saying the Man Had Not Vio- 
lated the Law—Three Officials Now 
in Jail—Supposed American Killed 
by Zanzibar Natives. 


Washington, D. C., July 26.—The American 
consul at Mazatlan has reported to the state 
department on the recent shooting of two 
Americans at Aguascaliernte. He says that 
the alcalde went to the office of the recorder 
and asked him to arrest Clarence Way, which 
he refused to do, claiming there was no rea- 
son therefor. The alcalde then made out the 
warrant himself. 

The commissioners met Mr. Way in front 
of his house and showed him the order of 
arrest, and he replied that he would accom- 
pany them as soon as he had eaten his break- 
fast and changed his clothes. They objected 
to this and undertook to take him, when 
Way called his cook, Lattimer, who came 
out unarmed and tried to prevent the arrest. 

After Way had been forcibly taken Latti- 
mer started into the house, and one Castro, 
thinking he had gone for arms, shot and 
wounded him. Way, seeing this, attempted 
to enter the house, whereupon Castro fired 
twice, killing him instantly. The alcalde and 
the two commissioners are now in jail. 


MASSACRE IN ASIA MINOR. 


Village Reported Destroyed and Twen- 
ty-five Persons Killed by Raid- 
ing Chief. 


LONDON, July 27, 3 a. m.—The Daily Mail 
publishes a dispatch from Taurus, Asia 
Minor, saying that on July 13 the well known 
chief, Sheik Salan, attacked and destroyed 
the villages of Ootchkilissa. 

Twenty-five persons were killed, including 
a priest and servants attached to a convent. 
Women were violated and taken into sla- 
very 

The dispatch says that masacres are ex- 
pected im the Sandjek of Bayazid and imme- 
diate help is urgently called for.

Would Extend All Franchises. 

The decree which Attorneys John S. Miller, 
J. 8. Auerbach, and Henry Crawford, on be- 
half of the Union Traction company, argued 
for yesterday, would, if allowed by the 
judges, have made the original “‘ branch and 
twig’ theory of these lawyers look like a 
compromise. The court had decided that all 
franchises before 1875 were under the ninety- 
nine year act, all granted afterwards outside 
of it, and the offered decree sought to bring 
them all back of 1875. The ingenious argu- 
ment offered was: 

All franchises granted since 1876 are for exten- 
sions of lines in operation before 1875. Being 
extensions they are really parts of the original lines 
and hence the franchises for them date back to the 
franchises for the original lines.. It did not matter 
whether these “‘ extensions ’’ were a continuation 
of a line in operation before 1875 or branched off 
of the middle of one at right angles or was an 
extension ’’ of an ‘‘extension,’’ it was as- 
serted the life had its start with the original line, 
and it being under the ninety-nine year act all its 
extensions ’’ were also. 

“ The decree presented by the traction peo- 
ple is the most audacious thing I ever met,” 
began Corporation Counsel Tolman when he 
arose to oppose it. ‘* From our viewpoint it 
is not conformatory with the decision of 
your honors at all. Never have I known a 
éase, nor have I heard _of a case, where the 
two sides view the deCision of a court from 
euch distinctly opposite viewpoints. There 
is not a point of similarity between those of 
the city and the traction companies.” 


Why 1875 Date Wes Fixed. 

Judge Grosscup here cleared up the situa- 
tion by remarking the reason he and Judge 
Jenkins had fixed on 1875 as the date when 
the growth of the ninety-nine year privileges 
stopped was because it was then the new city 
charter under the new constitution went into 
effect. Before that the theory had been the 
companies got their franchises from the 
state, after that from thecity. Franchises 
granted after 1875 had a different authority 
from those granted before. How could they 
be “ extensions” of the former? 

The rest of the day was spentinanattempt 
on the part of the lawyers for the traction 
companies to persuade Judges Grosscup and 
Jenkins they were wrong. That they failed 
was shown by the final statement of Judge 
Grosscup that another Geeree would have to 
be drawn up.

This request was 
granted, and Ryan had the pleasure of mak- 
ing his second winning of the day before = 
ing to the police station.

New Indictments Found.

Ryan and Lumpkin A. Gill, manager of the 
Arnold company, by the grand jury, which . 
has recently heard considerable additional 
evidence against the men in question. 

There are seven of the new indictments. 
Four are against Ryan, three charging grand 
larceny and one charging embezzlement, and 
three against Gill, two charging grand lar- 
ceny and one charging embezzlement.

Then the money poured in. It was said that 
after his concern was closed he managed to 
get away with between $500,000 and $800,000,

CHANCE SETS TROUBLE.

STANLEY DILLON. 


Detroit’s $10,000 M. and M. 
Proves Walkover for Favor- 
‘ite, Despite Big Field. 


NO SEMBLANCE OF FIGHT. 


Geers Has Record of Driving 
Winner in Two Trotting 
Classics in One Season. 


Detroit, Mich., July 26.—[Special.]—By far 
the largest crowd ever assembled at the De- 
troit track was present today to see the 
$10,000 M. and M. stake for 2:24 horses trot- 
ted under perfect weather and track condi- 
tions. Instead of an interesting contest, such 
as might have been expected from a field of 
twelve, nearly every member of which had 
raced or trialed In 2:12or better, the race was 
little better than a farce, Stanley Dillon, an 
even money favorite, winning as he liked in 
the ridiculously slow time of 2:12%, 2:11%, 
2:18. 

There was never the semblance of a fight 
with the big bay gelding, which looks more 
I'ke a coach horse than atrotter. The field 
was sent away toa wretched start, the favor- 
ite being nowhere near his place and the 
seventh horse to leave the wire. It was sup- 
posed this start would ruin Stanley Dillon's 
chances for the heat, seven horses being 
ahead of him when the first turn was 
reached, with Italia in'the lead. She got over 
to the quarter pole in :32, by which time 
Geers had worked Dillon a trifle nearer the 
front. 

At the half, in 1:05, Italia, Baraja, and a 
couple of others were strung out fora six- 
teenth, with Geers back of them. One after 
the other they broke, Baraja going into the 
air just before the three-quarters pole was 
reached, when he was three lengths to the 
gvod. After that there was nothing left for 
Stanley Dillon to do but jog home in 2:12%. 


Second Choice Goes Lame. 

Before the heat Miss Gay was a strong 
second choice in the betting, selling for $75 
in pools where Dillon brought $100, and she 
was expected to make the battle. But the 
instant Dick Wilson called on the mare she 
showed the effects of lameness that has af- 
fected her for the last week, and could not 
trot a bit in any part of the heat. Before 
the second heat she was given treatment for 
the injured leg, but got worse instead of bet- 
ter, and was drawn. 

In the second and third heats Geers saw 
to it that he got a fair start, bringing the 
field to the wire at a clipping pace each time. 
As soon as the word was given he took the 
track with the big horse and led all the way. 
There was no fast quarter in either of the 
miles, nor was there much in the race worth 
looking at, Ruth C. plugging along in sec- 
ond place and the rest never got near enough 
to be dangerous. In the third heat Jolly 
Bachelor managed to stay with the leaders 
for three quarters of the mile, but he col- 
lapsed in the stretch. 


Record Among Drivers. 


The race makes Geers the holder of a new 
record among drivers, he being the only man 
to win the Chamber of Commerce and M. 
and M. stakes in the same season, and it 
makes the third time he has won today’s 
event, although on the other occasions vic- 
tory came to him behind horses not trained 
in his stable. The public backed Geers’ 
horse to the limit today. as it generally 
does, but the “‘ smart’ people took the 
whole field against the favorite, arguing 
that there were so many horses on the track 
it would be impossible for Dillon to get 
through if once they landed on him. 

Dick McMahon set the crowd cheering by 
the artistic way in which he landed the Chi- 
cago pacer, Bub O’Reil, in the 2:13 race, first 
forcing out Black Hal, the favorie, in 2:074 
and then beating him back in 2:08%, 2:08. 
In the second heat of this race Hazel Patch 
and Black Hal went away from the wire at 
a terrific clip, pacing the first quarter in 
731% and the half in 1:08%, with McMahon 
back three lengths and nursing his horse for 
the final struggle. When he made his drive 
in the last quarter he soon had Black Hal 
to the bad, hut Hazel Patch hung on 
to the front. 


Chicago Horse in Front. 

-In the final heat Bub O’Reil never sur- 
rendered the pole, and led by a couple of 
open lengths at the wire. He is owned by 
Sam Wagner of the Worth track, who saw 
him win. McMahon likewise landed in the 
money in the 2:16 pace, with Bourbon C., 
also owned in Chicago. 

The 2:12 trot showed the Directum mare 
Consuela 8., to be greatly improved from last 
both in speed and manners. The 


‘sensation of this race, however, was the 


speed displayed by the big chestnut gelding, 
Kent, in the Smathers’ string. In scoring 
for the first heat Kent persisted in coming 
to the wire on a run, and, afterthe word was 
given, he made a plunging break, followed 
by another one on the first turn. Thén he 
settled down to business, and, in order to 
catch the others, trotted a half in 1:08 and 
the final three-quarters of a mile in 1:35%, 
In the second heat he went on atrot all the 
way, but Spear did not make much of an 
effort with him, the horse seeming to feel 
the fast work of the first mile.

MURPHY SNUBS 
BIG DEMOCRATS, 


Tammany Leader Fails to At- 
tend Reception to Nation- 
al Committee. 


‘TAGGART IS CHAIRMAN. 


Indiana Man Named Without 
Opposition at Hoffman 
House Meeting. 


New -York, July 26.—[{Special.]—The demo- 
cratic national committee elected Thomas 
Taggart of Indiana ds its chairman today, 
und then attended a reception by the demo- 
cyatic clubs of the city in the evening. Thig 
event was an informal opening of the local 
campaign, but was notable chiefly by the 
conspicuous absence of Tammany’s leader, 
Charlies F. Murphy; and his immediate 


‘friends and lieutenants. 


4 

Mr. Murphy sent a letter dated today, and 
trom Tammany hall headquarters, in which 
he regretted that an important appointment 
kept him away, and hoped the reception 
would be a success. A letter was also re- 
ceived from Mayor McClellan, in which the 

mayor regretted his inability to be present. 

The action of Mr. Murphy and his friends 
caused much comment among the national 
committeemen who looked forward to meet- 
ing him. They. were surprised and disap- 
pointed, and resented the slight which they 
believed had been shown them. While they 
would not talk for publication they intimated 
that Mr. Murphy's action would be renrvem- 
bered by them in the future. 


Will Visit ghe Judge Today. 
As an offset tot slight of the committee 
Mr Murphy announced tonight that he 


would go to Esopus tomorrow to see Judge 
Parker. He said he intended to visit the 
candidate and added he probably would be 
accompanied by Justice Morgan J. O'Brien 
or Bourke Cockran, and perhaps by both. It 
is understood the Tammany leader will not 
make the trip to Judge Parker’s hom ith 
the members of the democratic national com- 
mittee, but that he will choose an hour when 
‘he and Judge Parker can discuss the situa- 
tion undisturbed, 


Session Is a Short One. 

The national committee was in session less 
than two hours, and the utmost harmony 
prevailed. Up to the last minute the opposi- 
tion to Taggart was active. David B. Hill, 
William F. Sheehan, and August Belmont 
were in conference when the meeting was 
called to order, and entereda little late. Itis 
known that they were discussing some meth- 
od of “ rolling ’’the Indiana man. However, 
they voted for him and joined in the applause 
when he appeared later. 

By a resolution unanimously adopted the 


.committee determined to visit Esopus to- 


morrow and pay its respects to the demo- 
cratic candidate. 


Plan of Campaign. 


The plan for the campaign management 


was brought forward by Mr. Sheehan, who, } 


it is thought, reflects the views of Judge Par- 
r. 

He suggested that the chairman of the 
committee, in his discretion, be authorized 
to appoint an executive committee to consist 
of not less than five or more than seven mem- 
bers, and a finance committee of not less than 
three or more than five members. If these 
committees were to be amalgamated into one 
executive committee then the membership 
should consist of seven members. 

Later he modified this proposition so as to 
perntit the chairman of the national commit- 
tee and the executive committee to have the 
selection of additional members, who should 
have charge of the campaign in special local- 
ities or states. As modified the proposition 
was adopted. ' 


Belmont Wouldn’t Serve. 

Mr. Sheehan then moved that the selec- 
tion of a treasurer for the committee be left 
to the executive committee. This was agreed 
to. It meant that August Belmont had not 
been’ persuaded to accept the position. / 

Under a resolution passed by the national 
convention the executive committee may be 
chosen from among members of the comnfit- 
tee or outside of it in the discretion of the 
chairman. 

The matter of vice chairmen for eastern 
and western headquarters respectively was 
left to the executive committee and to the 
chairman of the national committee with 
power to increase the membership of both 
the executive and special committees. 

No further conclusion was reached regard- 
ing the appointment of an executive commit- 
tee, but it is expected that the committee will 
be named after the visit to Esopus and con- 
sultation with Judge Parker. Members of 
the executive committee may be members of 
the national committee or others, in the dis- 
cretion of the chairman.

Rear Admiral Taylor arrived at Sudbury 
on July 16 on a visit to his son, Roger Taylor, 
superintendent of smelters at the Canadian 
Copper company’s works at Copper Cliff. 
He fell ill at the Balmoral hotel and was 
removed to Copper Cliff by special train last 
Wednesday and a specialist called from 
Montreal. His condition improved up tolast 
night, when the case presented a more seri- 
ous aspect.

TAKES POISON IN STORE 


DR. C. C. YOUNG SWALLOWS QUAN. 
TITY OF STRYCHNINE. 


Falls Unconscious to Floor of Pharma- 
cy at Monroe and State Streets After 
Using a Prescription—Four Physi- 
clans Work Over Him for Severati 

* Hours and Then Remove Him to Hos- 
pital—Attempts at Secrecy Made— 
Prohably Will Recover. 


After purchasing a small vial of strychnine, 
Dr. C. C. Young. 435 Washington boulevard, 
yesterday afternoon swallowed the contents 
in Colbert’s drug store, Monroe and State 
streets. He Is at the West Side hospital. 

Dr. Young entered the store at 2 o'clock. 
He presented a prescription, signed, it is 
said, by himself. On receiving the phial he 
quickly drained it and sank to the floor in 
convulsions. Believing him-tobe dying, sev- 
eral women ran screaming from the store. 


Four Physicians Work to Save Him. 

Dr. J. A. W. Fernow, whose office is over 
the drug store, was called, with three other 
physicians. For four hours they worked over 
the unconscious man. Dr. Young then was 
placed in a carriage and taken to the hos- 
pital. When his wife Was notified she be- 
came hysterical and begged to be taken to 
Dr. Young’s bedside. She remained there 
until late at night. 

Whether Dr. Young took the drug as a 
mistake could not be learned. Every effort 
was made to keep the facts secret. 

“I am pledged to secrecy,’ said Dr. Fer- 
now. ‘‘ The patient now is out of danger. 
He is not a doctor. He is a tailor. That's 
all I aan tell you now.” 

In the drug store the identity of the victim 
was as carefully guarded. The clerks dis- 
claimed any knowledge of filling such a pre- 
scription as that received from Dr. Young. 

“I know nothing of the case,”’ said the 
man in charge. **‘He was.a aoctor. For 
further information you will have to see the 

‘day manager.”’ 


Reported to Be-an Oculist. 

At the hospital it was said Dr. Young isan 
ocullst. He is a registered pharmacist, and 
as such, it is declared, was competent to 
fll out the prescription on which he pro- 
cured the strychnine. 

The man is 35 years old. With his wife, he 
has been stopping at the Warwick hotel 
for the last three weeks. At the hotel it was 
said Mrs. Young is a physician.

Is CRIME REALLY INCREASING? 

The police report of the city of Washington 

onge contained the statement that during 
the previous year 300 per cent of the Turks 
résident in our national capital had been 
arrested. Further investigation revealed 
the fact that the number of Turks in our na- 
tional capital was one. This Turkish popu- 
lation of one had been arrested three times, 

Mr. Frederick H. Wines makes good use 
of this story in illustrating his conviction 
that the United States at the present time 
has no reliable means of determining the’ 
question whether crime is increasing or not. 

_ Mr. Wines is a statistician. He has given 
particular attention to the ‘statistics of 
crime. It is comforting to iotice that with 
all his experience he has been*unable to find 
the solution of the vast puzzle involved in 
the fragmentary and contradictory figures 
furnished by American cities, states, jails, 
and penitentiaries. 

A few months ago in Chicago there was a 
great deal of talk about the “ increase in 
crime.” Several holdups had occurred al- 
most simultaneously. It is difficult to per- 
suade holdups to follow each other with due 
regard for precedence. They simply will 
not maintain the decent intervals which 
the procession of averages requires. They 
-come in bunches. The consequence of the 
bunch which arrived in Chicago at the time 
in question was that police officers were in- 
terviewed, sermons were preached, and an 

4 anti-crime committee was organized. The 
newspaper men who worked on crime at that 
time will remember that the actua! proofs 
of an increase in crime were most humiliat- 
ingly difficult to discover. Chicago has no 
body of statistics covering either enough 
ground or enough time to make generaliza- 
tions possible. 

The number ef arrests means little. It 
may be the result cf exceptional laxity or of 
exceptional severity on the part of the 
police. And thousands of persons who have 
been arrested are released without records 
sufficient to establish either their guilt or 
innocence. As for convictions and terms of 
detention, the statistics covering them are 
_ £0 scattered and so heterogeneous that even

Now, the importance of crime statistics js 
growing every day more pronounced. Mod- 
ern society makes constant experiments in 
the treatment of criminals and in the preven- 
tion of criminal practices. The indeter- 
minate sentence law isa casein point. How 
can the result of these experiments be 
known unless means are adopted for scru- 
. tiny and tabulation? 

The time has come in America when cities, 
states, and the national government must 
make provision for crime statistics gn a 
large and comprehensive scale. No nation 
can deal wisely with crime till such sta- 
tistics are available. 

It will be some time, however, before the 
public authorities can get really started. 
There is a great deal of work in the way of 
amassing present information and of sketch- 

.. ing out future methods that could be done by |

And there are young scholars writing theses 
for their doctor’s degrees who could find ex- 
cellent material in the Chicago courts. 


SINKING NEUTRAL SHIP6. 

It was reported that the Russian govern- 
ment had given assurances that no more 
seizures should be made by the volunteer 
fleet in the Red sea. The effect was to allay 
English and German irritation. But yes- 
terday the seizure of another British steamer 
in the Red sea was reported. Great Britain 
also has apparent‘occasion for complaint in 
the Pacific. The ships of the Vladivostok 
squadron have an undoubted right to search 
a vessel sailing under a neutral flag bound 
for an enemy’s port and to seize it, ifit have 
contraband on board, bu 
by the squadron in ease of the Knight 
Commander, a ship flying the British flag 
and carrying an American carge, is likely to 
keep alive t irritation created by the 
methods of Russian nava! officers in the Red 
sea. 

The Russian cruisers captured the Knight 
Commander off the east coast of Japan, put 
its crew on a passing boat bound for Yoko- 
hama, and then sunk their prize. What 
they should have done was to put a crew 
on board and send it to. Viadivostok, wherea 
prize court could determine the legality of 
the seizure. 
the Russians had no men to spare. It may 
be that they doubted whether their prize 
would have reached Vladivostok or a neu- 
tral port in safety. At all events the vessel 
was sunk with the cargo, Whether there 
was contraband of war on board cannot be 
determined by any court. | 

The Russians have a right to do what they 
please with vessels sailing under the Japa- 
nese flag which they may capture. They 
may sink them if they had rather do that. 
But that method of dealing with vessels fly- 
ing neutral flags because they are alleged to 
have contraband—or what a commanding 
officer may consider contraband—on board 
is unusual and requires explanation. The 
commander of the belligerent vessel ought 
not to be complainant, judge, and jury. He 
should send the ship where the question of 
the legality of the seizure can be adjudi- 
cated. . 

There is no telling how long the coal 

supply of the Vladivostok squadron will hold 
out and enable it to lie in the path of Ameri- 
ean and British vessels bound for Yoko- 
hama. It is to be hoped that no American 
vessel will be seized and sunk asthe Knight 
Commander has been, but if one should be 
the American government will be obliged to 
ask the Russian government for an explana- 
tion of the conduct of the commander of one 
of its naval vessels and to demand com- 
pensation for the owners of the property 
destroyed. | 


REJECTING TRADE. 
Newfoundland is anxious for trade reci- 
procity with the United States. It would 
be greatly benefited by the free admission 
of its fish to the American market. This 


} country would be the gainer because its al- 


ready large and profitable trade with the 
colony would be increased. It would be- 
come the chief seller in the Newfoundland 
market. | 
Secretary Hay and Sir Robert Reid, the 
head of the colonial government, negotiated 
a reciprocity treaty, which the senate has 
failed to ratify. It is opposed by some 
New England fishermen who pretend to be- 
lieve that their industry will be harmed by. 
it. This country is large enough to consume 
at good prices all the fish they can catch and 
all the Newfoundlanders may send here. 
If the treaty is not ratified disagreeable 
consequences from a trade point of view 
may follow. The Newfoundland premier 
says regretfully it may become necessary 
to put in operation a differentiating tariff, 
giving preferences to British and Canadian 
If that were done, Americans, 
who are said to be “ trading under adyan- 
tages not allowed by any other British col- 
ony,” would be at a great disadvantage. It 


.is also within the power of the Newfound- 


landers-to. deprive: American fishermen of 
valuable privileges which they have enjéyed 


for many-vears. 


From whatever point of view the matter 
is looked at, it.is a wiunder to reject the 
friendly advances of the Newfoundlanders 
and bid them go elsewhere with their trade. 
They would rather deal with the United 
States than with Canada or Great Britain 
if only they can find a market here for their 
chief products. They snould not be alien- 
ated by cold indifference to their offers. 
The Hay-Bond treaty ought to have been 
ratified. 


BALFOUR’S BEER BILL. | 
The present Balfour majority in the 
house of commons was not returned on the 
beer issue. Its action, therefore, in press- 
ing a radical beer bill to passage is regarded 
by the opposition as a kind of betrayal of 

trust. | 
The main argument used by the conser- 


| vatives during the campaign which sent 


them back to parliament with a large ma- 
jority was that the country ought not to 
desert the party which had begun the Boer 
war and which had not yet settled all the 
southy African difficulties which that war 
engendered. “*‘ Whatever your politics may 
be,” said Mr. Balfour in a famous speech, 
“remember that this election does not turn 
on any of the old questions that have divided 
the electorate in previous elections.” 
The response made by the voters of Eng- 
land to this appeal was strong and clear. 
Balfour's friends were authorized to control 


the house of commons and to devote them- | 


selves to settling south African difficulties, 
As the campaign had been made to hinge 
on south African difficulties, it was expected 
by the opposition that before difficulties of 
any other serious kind were considered for 


legislation a new appeal would be made to 


the country and a new house of commons 
with @ commission covering new duties 
would be elected. The English system of 
dissolving the house of commons at any 
time for the purpose of testing the temper of 
the peoplein a new election makes it possible 
for parliament to remain fn close touch with 
publie opinion. | 

Considerable surprise was expressed, 
therefore, when, without an appeal to the 
country, Mr. Balfour proceeded to pass a 
really revolutionary education bill, which, 
though it had great merits, was so distaste- 
ful to the dissenters that many of them re- 
fused to pay their school taxes, No such 
determined resistance to the payment of 
taxes has been known in England since 
Hampden refused to pay ship money under 
Charles I. 

Now Mr. Balfour has followed up his 
education bill with a beer bill which exas- 
-perates not only the dissenters but even 
some of the members of the established 
ehurch. It appears that in England, under 
a law of recent enactment, local magistrates 
have a right to refuse licenses for public 
houses when in their opinion their locality 
is already sufficiently supplied with facilities 
for the purchase of liquor. The brewers 
have been suffering from this law. Local

LETTER OF MAROUISE DE FONTENOY

ORD KILLANIN, who has just been ap- 
pointed a member of the parliamentary 
commission .organized for investigat- 
ing the scandal in connection with the 
administration by the Royal academy 

of the trust known as the Chantry bequest, 
is a peer who more than any other member 
of the house of lords has distinguished him- 
self by his writing in praise of the United 
States. A son ofthat famous Irish judge and 
wit, the late Lord Morris, he has traveled ex- 
tensively in this country, and, differing from 
sO many other foreign tourists, has had noth- 
ing but good to say of America on his return. 

Thus, “I maintain,”’ he says, in an article 
in the Nineteenth Century, ** that the vote 
of an American politician cannot be bought 
with dollars a whit more easily than one in 
this country can be purchased by means of 
a title,” and then he goes on to add, ‘In my 
opinion there is not in the United States a 
better, brighter, or more honest body of men 
as a whole than the regular politician,”’ and 
again: “The public bulldings are really 
public, and the political leaders are not philo- 
sophical recluses. No officious flunkey and 
pompous secretary hedge a deified minister. 
If you like you can slap the president on the 
back. Ceremonious red tapism and dull 
solemnity have made way before good humor 
and common sense.”’ 

Then Lord Killanin, who prior to the death 
of his father sat in the commons as the 
unionist member for Galway, winning from 
the nationalists a seat that no one else could 
have secured for the unionists, goes on as fol- 
lows: 

“Simple and candid, without pretense or 
concealment, the American people, racy of 
thelr own wide land, are free and easy in 
manner, speech, and dress. There is no se- 
crecy or hypocrisy about them,” and he 
concludes his article with the expression of 
the hope that he “ may never lose sight of 
the great statue of liberty—no meré figure of 
epeech—whose noble crescent surmounts on 
the far horizon the troublous waters of hu- 
manity.”’ 

Gen. Obroutcheff, whose dedth has just 
taken place at his chateau de Jaure, in the 
Perigord district of France, was fora number 
of years the chief of the general staff of the

The general was an 
exceedingly honest man, and extremely pro- 
gressive in his ideas. 


Lord Bateman, whose marriage to Mrs. H. 
Knapp of New York took place in London 
last Saturday, has a sister who was the sec- 
ond wife of the well known author of sporting 
novels, the late Maj. Whyte-Melville. The 
disposal of the latter’s remains have just de- 
veloped into a lawsuit between his widow 
and the Viscountess Massereene, his only 
child, the offspring of his first marriage. 
The widow, who since his death has married 
a Mr. Leslie Duncan, wishes to move his re- 
mains from Tetbury church, where they have 
reposed since his demise in 1878, to 
Wherstead churchyard, near Ipswich, where- 
as her stepdaughter, Lady Massereene, who 
is devoted to her popular father’s memory, 
will not hear of his tomb being disturbed, and 
has instituted legal 


In addition to the many mementos of her 


father which the viscountess treasures at 
castle Antrim, a grand old place with walls 
eight. and ten feet thick, there are relics of a 
more historic character beneath her roof, 
such as, for instance, the mace of the last 
Irish house of commons. John Foster; the 
last speaker of Ireland’s parliament, wasa 
bitter anti-unionist, and when Erin's legisla- 
ture was put out of emistence refused to sur- 
render the “ bauble”’’ to any but the con- 
stituted authority by whom it had been in- 
trusted to his keeping. Owing to this, it 
has descended to his great-grandson, V!s- 
count Massereene and Ferrard. . 

The patronymic of his family is Skeffing- 
ton, andits founder was 7 Thomas Skeffing- 
ton, King Henry VIIA‘s commissioner to 
Ireland. The Massereene peerage was, how- 
ever, created in favor of a Sir John Clot- 
worthy, who had taken an active part in 
bringing about the restoration of King 
Charles II., and the latter asa token of favor 
to Sir John had the patent made out so that 
the viscounty of Massereene would descend 
at Sir John’s death to his only daughter's 
husband, Sir John Skeffington. I may add 
that every male member of the Skeffington 
family bears the name of Clotworthy. 


Emperor William has just granted a fresh 
token of good will and regard to. his chancel- 
lor by conferring upon his family the heredi- 
tary right to a seat in the Prussian house of 
lords. The latter, known as the “ herren- 
haus,’’ is composed of the princes of the 
reigning family who are of age, the adult 
scions of the former sovereign house of 
Hohenzollern Sigmaringen, the chiefs of the 
mediatized houses recognized as such by the 
congress of Vienna, and of which there are 
sixteen in the kingdom of Prussia; thirdly, 
the heads of the great families of the terri- 
torial nobility, some fifty in number. The 
right in this case is hereditary, and it is to 
this class of legislators in the Prussian house 
of lords that Count Blilow now belongs by 
virtue of the kaiser’s recent decree. 

The remainder of the Prussian. house of 
lords is made up of a few life peers chosen 
by the emperor from the rich land owners, 
great manufacturers, and national celebri- 
ties, then eight titled noblemen elected by the 
territorial magnates of the eight older prov- 
inces of the kingdom of Prussia, the repre- 
sentatives of the universities, and the burgo- 
masters of towns and cities with over 60,000 
inhabitants. 


These are not the only honors that have 
been conferred of late by the kaiser upon 
Count Bilow,. who, in spite of all that is 
printed to the contrary, seems to retain as 
high a place as ever in the esteem of his sov- 
ereign, for he has likewise appointed the 
count to be dean of the cathedral of St. Peter 
and St. Paul on the Havellsland. The chap- 
ter of this cathedral was secularized in 1539, 
when the last Roman Catholic bishop, 
Mathias von Jagow, became a convert tothe 
Lutheran church, and married. The chap- 
ter of the cathedral in its lay and temporal 
form was kept in existence and retained pos- 
session of its extensive estates, which fur- 
nish handsome revenues to its various digni- 
taries. 

Thesé consist nowadays exclusively of 
statesmen, veteran generals, and _ tried 
servants of the crown, whom the emperor in 
his capacity of king of Prussia is thus able 
to reward by adding the stipends attached to 
membership of the chapter to their salaries. 
Thus among other lay canons, subdeans, 
prebendaries, and archdeacons of the chapter 
of the St. Peter and St. Paul cathedral, and 
of other ancient abbeys and cathedrals, are 
the kaiser’s principal private secretary, 
Baron von Lucanus, Gen. von Plessen, Gen, 
von Wedel, and others. .

Last Hours of Two Japanese Spies. 


Story of Final Moments on Earth of a Colonel and a Cap- 
tain of the Mikado’s Army Who Were Caught 
Trying to Blow Up a Bridge Under the 
Noses of the Czar’s Soldiers 
Near Harbin. 


{BY M. PRAVDINE TO NOUVELLISTE VAU- 
DOIS OF LAUSANNE, SWITZERLAND. } 

ARBIN, Manchuria, June 5.—This is 

the story of the last two hours of two 

Japanese spies who were caught by 

Russian Cossacks just as they were 

about to shatter with dynamite a 

bridge on the line of the Manchurian rail- 

way. They had made their way to the bridge 

through the Cossack lines, and were about.to 

shatter it to pieces, in view of a company 

of the czar's men, but at the last moment 
were not quick enough. 

When the accused were led into! the little 
room of the Chinese “ fansa,” which had 
been turned into a court martial hall by 
the military authorities of Harbin, the judges 
and spectators, consisting almost wholly of 
officers, could not conceal their feelings of 
admiration for the doomed men. — 

The formalitizs of the court martial were 
of the simplest order, and the hearing of the 
trial offered little of interest, seeing that the 
accused openly, and not without a certain 
patriotic pride, accepted the responsibility 
of the crime weighing uponthem. They gave 
their names and rank without the slightest 
tremor of voice. 

*“Tchomo Jokoka, 44 years old, colonel of 
the staff, passed out first from the Military 
Academy of Yeddo,” said the elder of the 
prisoners, a short, thick set man. of strong 
and energetic countenance. 

Teisko Jokki, 31 years old, of the 
staff,’’ said the other, taller and slighter in 
build than his comrade, with a thin and 
deeply bronzed face. As he gave his name he 
turned a disdainful look on thoseincourt. A 
moment later he added: . 
“ Buddhist.” 

“And you, colonel?” asked the president of 
the tribunal, “are you of the samé@ religion 
as your co-accysed?”’ 

** No, sir; Iam a Christian.” 

Seeing the looks of astonishment produced 
by this declaration, he added quickly: 

“I am all the same a true Japanese, born of 
Japanese parents. But in my youth I was 
won over by the soft words of Christ, and 
was converted from Buddhism.” | 

Col. Jokoka spoke in English, and itt was 
an Englishman employed in the Russo-Chi- 
nese bank who translated his testimony. A 
Chinese acted as interpreter to Capt. Jokki. 


The explosive substances found) on their 
persons were now shown to the prisoners; 
but they did not seek to exculpate themselves, 
nor did they deny in any particular the dec- 
larations of the Cossacks who had arrested 
them. 

The interpreter next translated to the offi- 
cers the military public prosecutor’s charge, 
demanding for them death by hanging. ° 

I watched the faces of the two men wher. 
this was read out. Not a single muscle did 
they move. Impassive as statues, they be- 
trayed by no outward sign the painful work- 


\ ings of their brain. 


Their advocate pleaded for a remission of 
the death sentence to one of hard labor, in 
consideration of the full avowal they had 
made, This speech for the defense made no 
impression on the two prisoners, and not a 
word did they utter. 

Knowing that the law admitted of a re- 
duction of the extreme penalty, we all ex- 
pected a lighter sentence than that of cap- 
ital punishment, but after a deliberation of 
half an hour the tribunal condemned the two 
officers to the maximum punishment—name- 
ly: hanging 

Jokoka Jokki heard the sentence with 
as unconcerned an air as ifit had fallen upon 
strangers to them. Indeed, had the verdict 
been a lighter one, they would probably have 
shown surprise. 


Only confirmation by Gen. Kouropatkin 
was awaited. 

I was present when the commandant read 
out Gen. Kouropatkin’s order changing the 
mode of death to shooting. | 

“It is well,” was Jokoka's reply, “Iam 
ready!”’ 

His comrade said nothing, his most dis- 


‘dainful look expressing indifference as to the 


deaths that awaited them. | 
Jokoka asked leave to write to his family 
and embraced Jokki. The latter now opened 


his lips. 
edlonel.”’ 


*“*I die more tranquil than you, 
“ How so?” asked the other. 
“I have done my duty to my country.and 


my maker. You have only earned the thanks 
of your country.”’ 

“ What do you mean, captain?” 

“I have often thought, colonel, of what you 
have told me of Christianity. You boast of 
its superiority to my creed. Well, I find that 
you are not in accord with your Christs 
teachings. I, on the contrary, have nothing 
to reproach myself with.” 

“You are perhaps right, captain. But now 
I have a favor to ask of you. Will you 
authorize me to perform the first really 
Christian act which has been allowed me in 
my life. You know that I have still a bundle 
of notes of the Chinese rank. There are, per- 
haps, a thousand rubles. I want to hand 
over this money personally to the command 
ant to give to the Russian Red Cross fof thelr 
wounded. Do you agree to this?” 

Jokki stood reflecting a moment. Then he 
said: 

‘*T have always felt great affection for you, 
colonel, and if this makes you happy, givé 
the money to our enemies.”’ 


When the commandant returned to thé 


prisoners Jokoka handed him a sheaf of 
white bank notes, with red inscriptions, say~ 
ing: 


“There are about a thousand rubles here” 
We beg you to give the money to your red= 


cross."’ 

“But had I not better send it to your 
families?’’ 

“O! no! no!” the condemned men cried 


with one voice. “ The mikado will not forget 
our wives and children. Do not refuse us 
this satisfaction,” added Jokoka; ‘‘ divide the 
money among your wounded.” 

The commandant still insisted that the 
officers should send home to Japan all they 
left. For one moment Jokki appeared to 
waver. He glanced at his comrade in mis- 
fortune. The latter only reiterated his wish 
to make amends in this way for the wrongs 
committed ir, his life. The captain bent his 
head, acquiescing at last. 

Our commandant yielded. He then asked 
the two Japs whether they wished for any- 
thing. 

The Buddhist’s reply was: “ Ishould much 


like a bath; after that we will be at your dise= 


posal.”’

Harbin, and the commandant could ony 
send for a couple of pails of water. < 

The Christian colonel earnestly begged t@ 
be allowed to see a clergyman before going t@ 
his death. 

As there was no Lutheran chaplain on the 
spot, the Russian priest of the regiment was 
sent to him. Jokoka begged him to read out 
the sermon on the mount. This was read if 
Russian, Jokoka following the text in his 
Japanese bible, which had been left with him 
in his cell. When the priest came to thé 
words, 

“For if ye love on!ty those who love ye, 
what reward will ye have? And if ye wel- 
come only brothers, wherein lieth the vir- 
tue?” Jokoka closed the book, joined his 
hands, and bowed his head a moment, hig 
lips moving. 

“Jokki,” he said, “ you are right. You die 
more peaceful than I, for I have never felt 
so strongly how much my life has been ip 
disaccord with Christ's teachings.”’ 

The carriage which was to take the twe 
men to their death was now waiting. Out- 
side swarmed the crowd—that hideous 
crowd, always alike at such times—mer- 
chants out of work, seedy adventurers who 
had flocked out to the far east an the lookout 
for an odd job. 

The two Japanese went to their doom as 
impassive as ever. Only the colonel, one 
could see, was a prey to painful thoughts,

DRIED BEEF WITH FRIED TOMATOES

roux. Beat into this two-thirds of a cup of 
hot milk or cream, Lay slices of dried beef 
that have been put in the broiler a few min- 
utes, on a hot platter, put on top of each a 
slice of tomato and dip the sauce sparingly 
over it all. 

DRIED BEEF ON TOAST—Prepare the 
beef with water as for macaroni, stirring the 
gravy until it has a “‘starchy” clearness, 
(A much stronger flavor of the beef is re- 
tained when the gravy is made in this way 
than when it is made with milk.)

Beautiful Blueberry Pancakes— 


Served as a luncheon dish, will console its 


most devoted admirer for the vanishing’ 


Strawberry shortcake. Buttered and 
sprinkled lightly with sugar they form an 
even more delicious ‘‘ fruit and batter’ 
combination. Mix as for ordinary pancakes, 
only being careful to avoid the sour milk 
variety, as a “dry” batter is needed. 
On this account even a patent pancake flour 
may be used with good results, though a 
real “* flannel cake’’ mixture is best of all. 
The blueberriés are stirred in as thickly as 
the supply admits, and will raise up in a 
most fascinating manner as the cake is 
baked on one side, and begin to burst just 
as it is done on the other. The secret of 
having them at their best is to serve imme- 
diately, buttering each one as it is lald upon 
the plate, and serving a plateful to each per- 
son in turn. Sugar is preferred to sirup as 
a sweetener, as the fruit furnishes enough 
moisture. 

A welcome change may also be run on the 
pancake with red raspberries. Bake the bat- 
ter in three large cakes the size of the griddle. 
Butter each liberally, spread witir fresh red 
raspberries and sugar, pile on top of each 
other, and cut.in sections like a layer cake.

Forecast. 


The question of agency or so cajled branch 
banking is one which has become important 
with local banking capital. This applies es- 
pecially to state institutions. Undoubtedly 
there is a strong desire to increase the facili- 
ties of large downtown banks by opening 
agencies in different parts of the city where 
deposits may be received and paid, and pos- 
sibly a limited number of checks honored for 
patrons in the immediate neighborhood. 

Some important plans are under consider- 
atton looking toward this kind of expansion 
in business. Such offices, while in the ordi- 
nary sense would be called branches, are 
technically regarded as agencies, since the 
business to be done would be limited. It 
would, however, afford accommodation to 
patrons and relieve congestion in the banks 
downtown. But so far plans for agencies 
have been held in abeyance, awaiting further 
explicit authority of state officials. 


Branch Maintained for Years. 


But it is an interesting fact that branch 
banking in the sense mentioned here has been 
conducted in Chicago for a number of years. 
The Oak Park Trust and Savings bank has 
d’ city ‘office, or branch, at 172 Washington 
stre@t, where deposits are received and paid 
out. Although the president of the bank, H. 
W. Austin, has an office at 172 Washington 
street, the main business of the bank, andits 
vaults, are in Oak Park. The bank was or- 
ganized in 1892, and its city office has been in 
operation, as at present, during the last 
eight years. The state auditor has never 
found any fault with the city or branch office 
of the bank. 

The Washington street branch was opened 
for the convenience of the Oak Park patrons 
of the institution who have a downtown 
business. The bank makes no effort to so- 
licit new business in the city, but has some 
checking accounts with persons in the im- 
mediate vicinity of the office. Checks of de- 
positors at the main bank are also honored 


well known to the office. The Oak Park 
Trust and Savings bank has a capital of 
$150,000, surplus and undivided profits of 
$53,825, and deposits at the time of the last 
state bank call of $1,200,112. It is, there- 
fore, large enoughand prosperous enough to 
be a representative institution, conducting 
business In two places under the laws of IIli- 
nois. The city office is presumably under the 
supervision of the state auditor, just asis the 
main office. 


Reasons Advanced for Agencies. 


Some of the reasons advanced for opening 
agencies Dy the larger banks are that the 
same measure of safety would be accorded 

atrons that now exists, while the conven- 
pone would be much greater. For instance, 
one bank which has catered successfully to 
savings business for a number of years, the 
Illinois Trust and Savings bank, and Ras 
135,000 savings depositors scattered all over 
the city, could not only help its own business, 
it is argued, but could give impetus to the 
savings habit by doing as the Oak Park 
Trust and Savings bank does, and opening 
agencies in different sections of the city. 
Naturally, the prestige of the bank would 
invite new patronage where probably the im- 
portance of a savings account had not pre- 
viously been realized. 

What is true of this institution, of course- 
would be equally true of other banks in as 
good standing. The Illinois Trustis taken as 
an illustration because of the fact that its 
savings deposits are the largest of any insti- 
tution in the city. 

The stockholders of the Northern Trust, 
company, while not engaging in branch 
banking, see the possibility of expanding 
their facilities, and will open a bank on State 
street. The Prairie State bank announces 
that its stockholders will open a national 
bank on LaSalle street. The First Trust and 
Savings bank is an outgrowth of the same 
idea. 

It may be noted that Chicago has now a 
population of over 2,000,000 people, offering a 
field for those who believe the opening of 
agencies to be a natural development. 


Steel Earnings for Quarter. 

Directors of the United States Steel cor- 
poration at their meeting yesterday de- 
cleared the regular dividend of 1% per cent 
on preferred stock and issued an official 
statement of net earnings for the quarter 
ending June 30. These were $19,490,725. 
This is a little better than the previous esti- 
mate, which was $19,250,000. Earnings for 


same quarter last year. 

The surplus after preferred stock dividends 
was $2,777,644, as compared with the sur- 
plus of $13,646,231 in the corresponding pe- 
riod of 1903, after a payment including not 
only preferred dividend but 1 per cent on the 
common stock. 

It was officially reported that unfilled orders 
on hand on July 1 were 3,192,277 tons, com- 
pared with 4,136,961 tons on April 1 and 
4,666,578 tons on July 1, 1903.
